REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Hampstead: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  my  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  your  schools. 

The  Statistical  Report  is  for  the  school  year  ending 
June  30,  1937.  This  report  is  followed  by  the  reports 
of  the  Headmaster  of  the  High  School,  the  Music 
Supervisor  and  the  School  Nurse. 

Miss  Irma  Hollingshead  of  Derry  has  succeeded  Miss 
Ellen  Smith  as  teacher  of  the  first  and  second  grades  at 
the  Central  School.  This  is  the  only  change  in  the 
teaching  staff  for  the  present  year. 

Since  the  teacher  is  the  most  important  single  factor 
in  the  school  life  of  the  pupil,  it  is  important  that  she 
shall  have  a  natural  endowment  of  ability  and  a  person- 
ality which  will  insure  good  behavior  and  a  happy 
school  atmosphere.  These  (characteristics!  must  be 
supplemented  by  special  training  and  experience,  and 
by  an  open-minded  desire  to  keep  professionally  abreast 
of  the  times.  Summer  school  or  extension  courses  are 
necessary  at  intervals  to  provide  new  and  modern 
points  of  view.  Such  work  is  at  present  required  in  a 
number  of  school  districts.  Extensive  travel  is  usually 
credited  as  a  form  of  improvement  worthy  of  recog- 
nition. 
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The  enrollment  for  the  year  covered  by  this  report 
was  192,  eleven  more  than  during  the  year  previous. 
The  school  attendance  averaged  95.25%  of  the  mem- 
bership, as  compared  with  the  state  average  of  94.74%. 

Ten  boys  and  girls  were  graduated  from  the  eighth 
grade  last  June  and  all  of  them  have  entered  a  high 
school  this  year.  Each  year  the  Sons  of  the  American 
Revolution  award  a  medal  to  the  pupil  in  the  graduating 
class  of  the  elementary  schools  who  has  best  exempli- 
fied the  principles  of  good  citizenship.  Eileen  Ingraham 
was  selected  to  receive  this  award  last  June. 

The  report  presented  by  Miss  Nichols  contains  de- 
tailed information  about  the  Hampstead  High  School. 
The  progress  of  the  school  is  very  commendable.  I  am 
pleased  that  we  have  been  able  to  make  a  beginning  in 
educational  guidance  work.  Guidance  is  the  term 
usually  ppplied  in  high  school  to  the  process  of  helping 
pupils  tc  make  the  most  of  themselves.  The  process 
referred  to  has  been  broadly  defined  as  "the  systematic 
bringing  to  bear  upon  the  individual  all  those  influences 
that  will  help  him  to  develop  in  body,  mind  and  char- 
acter, through  his  own  efforts,  to  the  fullest  extent  of 
his  capacity  for  growth  and  to  take  his  place  in  the 
world".  Guidance  classes  as  well  as  individual  counsel- 
ing should  be  organized  and  given  a  place  in  each 
week's  schedule. 

In  a  general  way  the  work  of  the  schools  is  being 
continued  much  the  same  as  in  former  years.  The 
fundamentals  are  stressed  and  tests  have  been  given 
annually  to  check  school  progress.  We  have  tried  to 
make  the  schools  centers  of  happy  activity  in  which 
the  children  are  growing  in  knowledge  and  in  character. 
Those  who  use  the  school  buildings  appreciate  great- 
ly what  the  School  Board  is  doing  to  keep  these  build- 
ings in  the  best  possible  condition.  As  a  result  of  what 
has  been  done  recently,  both  buildings  are  in  very  good 
condition.  A  fire-escape  was  installed  at  the  High 
School  building  last  summer. 
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A  Parent-Teacher  Association,  which  has  for  its  main 
objective  a  better  understanding  of  children  and  their 
education,  is  a  great  help  to  education  in  any  communi- 
ty. The  Hampstead  Association  has  made  splendid 
progress  along  this  line.  It  has  continued  to  make 
possible  many  worthwhile  things.  The  Dental  Clinic 
which  it  sponsored  and  the  Ditto  Duplicator  which  it 
helped  pay  for,  are  outstanding  illustrations. 

For  some  time  study  has  been  made  of  report  cards. 
The  reports  sent  home  in  elementary  grades,  previous 
to  last  fall,  gave  only  the  rank  achieved  in  the  various 
subjects.  This  year  the  repor:  is  made  up  of  two  part-,. 
It  is  intended  to  furnish  more  information  to  parents 
than  was  given  on  the  older  card.  The  new  curd  not 
only  gives  the  marks  in  the  subjects  which  the  child 
is  studying,  but  also  gives  a  report  on  :he  habits  and 
attitudes  most  important  in  the  elementary  grades. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  school  citizenship,  health 
and  work  habits,  and  shows  the  adjustment  of  a  pupil 
or  the  lack  of  it,  to  the  school  program.  The  card  calls 
attention  to  character  traits,  and,  we  believe,  will  help 
teacher,  parents  and  children  in  building  character. 
It  is  also  hoped  and  expected  that  it  will  be  a  means 
to  cause  the  home  and  school  to  work  together  more  on 
matters  of  concern  to  both. 

The  Programs  broadcast  by  the  American  School  of 
the  Air  are  being  improved  from  year  to  year.  These 
programs  have  been  used  again  this  year  in  the  Central 
School,  and  have  been  introduced  into  the  High  School. 
Lessons  in  Geography,  Literature,  Science,  and  Music 
Appreciation  are  available  each  week  for  grades  one  to 
eight.  About  an  hour  per  week  is  used  for  this  pur- 
pose and  it  is  proving  both  interesting  and  helpful. 

Visual  education,  through  the  Motion  Picture 
Machine,  is  being  provided  for  children  at  school  quite 
generally  at  present.  Until  recently,  the  cost  of  buying 
or  renting  films  made  it  difficult     for     small  school 
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systems  to  have  this  facility.  But  now  the  number  of 
free  educational  films  available  is  great  enough  to 
warrant  the  investment  in  a  machine,  at  least  by  the 
Supervisory  District.  I  hope  that  this  can  be  done 
soon. 

Every  school  system  has  a  number  of  children  that 
do  not  learn  to  read  satisfactorily  from  the  regular 
reading  instruction.  Such  children  are  greatly  handi- 
capped in  doing  school  work  which  involves  reading, 
and  either  progress  slowly  in  History,  Geography  and 
Arithmetic,  or  fail  entirely.  Dr.  Durell  of  Boston 
University,  and  others  have  demonstrated  that  special 
remedial  reading  work  can  do  much  for  such  children. 
To  do  so  it  is  necessary  to  discover  the  reason  for  the 
reading  difficulty  and  then  give  remedial  work.  The 
reasons  for  reading  difficulty  vary  with  individuals,  and 
this  means  an  individual  study  of  each  child.  Reading 
difficulty  very  often  has  an  unfortunate  effect  on  char- 
acter development,  since  it  prevents  the  child  from  suc- 
ceeding as  a  member  of  his  group,  and  getting  satis- 
faction from  the  work.  As  a  result,  he  may  develop 
any  one  or  more  of  the  serious  character  defects.  In 
the  past  little  has  been  done  for  such  children.  But 
these  recent  studies  have  made  it  possible  for  teachers 
of  reading  to  acquire  ability  to  assist  non-readers.  We 
are  starting  this  work  and  feel  optimistic  that  we  shall 
be  able  to  help  many  of  these  non-readers.  A  series 
of  tests  has  been  devised  to  help  find  the  reason  for 
the  pupil's  difficutly.  These  tests  will  be  used  in  our 
schools  this  Spring. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  teachers,  parents  and  the  School 
Board  for  their  interest  and  cooperation  during  the  past 
school  year.

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To  the  Superintendent  and  School  Board: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  a?  headmaster  of 
Hampstead  High  School. 

We  have  enrolled  fifty-nine  pupils  in  senior  high 
school  and  thirty  pupils  in  junior  high  school.  These 
relatively  small  groups  are  kept  busy  on  worth  while 
material,  receiving  much  individual  instruction.  An 
attitude  of  friendly  cooperation  is  evident  and  serious 
disciplinary  problems  are  almost  unknown.  The  spirit 
of  the  school  is  gratifying  because  an  earnest  effort  has 
been  made  to  train  pupils  for  happy,  successful  living 
through  cultural,  vocational,  recreational  and  civic 
preparation. 

An  environment  conducive  to  good  work  is  provided. 
The  building  was  painted  and  varnished  throughout 
before  school  opened  in  September,  it  is  kept  in  good 
condition  by  an  efficient  janitor,  and  the  equipment 
is  as  good  or  better  than  that  of  schools  its  size. 

Our  Executive  Council  is  a  valuable  agency  for  pro- 
moting civic  virtues.  Pupils  are  given  responsibility  for 
determining  and  executing  plans  for  improving  and 
maintaining  various  school  activities.  The  responsibil- 
ity is  theirs  and  they  are  given  freedom  in  carrying  out 
their  plans  as  long  as  those  plans  contribute  to  the  good 
of  the  school  and  are  carried  out  in  a  serious  manner. 

A  brief  summary  of  achievements  in  vocational  and 
cultural  subjects  shows  the  work  to  be  similar  to  that 
of  other  years.  The  commercial  department  has  grown 
steadily  necessitating  the  purchase  of  two  new  type- 
writers this  year.  The  demand  for  this  work  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  twenty-one  of  the  fifty-nine  pupils  take 
typewriting.  In  home  economics  an  effort  is  made  to 
correlate  class  work  with  home  duties  through  home 
projects,  helping  the  girls  to  do  better  the  work  they 
ordinarily  do  at  home.  Hot  lunches  were  served  during 
the  winter  of  1936-37  by  the  eighth  grade  girls.  The 
same  group  is  carrying  on  the  work  during  the  present 
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year.  The  purchase  of  a  new  Ditto  machine  by  the 
school  board  and  Parent-Teacher  Association  has  made 
it  possible  to  revive  the  school  paper  and  to  duplicate 
it  at  school.  Athletics  are  enjoyed  by  a  majority  of 
pupils.  For  example,  forty-two  of  the  fifty-nine  en- 
rolled participate  in  basketball  at  the  present  time. 
Winning  games  is  important  but  the  school  fails  in 
achieving  a  vital  aim  unless  pupils  win  or  lose  in  the 
right  spirit.  The  annual  operetta,  "Pickles,  or  in  Old 
Vienna",  was  presented  under  the  guidance  of  Mrs. 
Thompson.  A  successful  senior  play,  "Crashing 
Society",  was  directed  by  Mr.  Cornwell.  At  present  a 
one-act  play  contest  is  being  prepared,  the  Jr.  0.  U.  A. 
M.  having  offered  a  silver  cup  to  the  winning  class. 

The  school  has  received  help  for  several  years  from 
Mr.  William  F.  Skelton,  Field  Supervisor  of  Training 
Schools.  Recently,  Miss  Ruth  Ingraham  has  been 
appointed  by  the  State  Department  as  visiting  teacher 
in  home  economics.  Miss  Ingraham  divides  her  time 
between  the  training  schools  of  Orford  and  Hampstead. 
This  constant  supervision  is  of  inestimable  value  to 
teacher  and  pupils. 

During  the  first  semester  of  the  present  year,  we 
were  fortunate  in  having  a  commercial  teacher,  Mr. 
Nelson  Bean,  who  owned  a  moving  picture  projector. 
Assemblies  and  entertainments  have  been  instructive 
and  entertaining  to  towns  people  and  pupils  through 
Mr.  Bean's  generosity  with  this  equipment. 

Although  the  many  activities  which  help  to  round 
out  the  life  of  the  pupil  are  indespensible,  high  stand- 
ards of  scholarship  are  of  primary  importance.  The 
following  statistics  are  offered  to  assist  interested 
parents  in  determining  the  success  their  children  are 
attaining.  During  the  year  1936-37,  364  marks  were 
given  in  all  subjects  in  grades  VII  -  XII.  Of  the  total, 
5  were  A's,  95  B's,  142  C's,  96  C's  and  26  D's.  Atten- 
tion is  called  to  the  fact  that  few  people  earned  A's 
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and  that  failures  were  less  than  the  number  indicates 
because  in  many  cases  three  and  four  D's  were  received 
by  one  person.  The  large  number  falls  in  the  C  section, 
indicating  that  to  be  the  achievement  of  the  majority.
